In Chihli there are 15 rivers to’ be 
bridged, (names enumerated), in Honan there are 
nine, and in Hupeh two, or 26 in all, not counting’ 
spall creeks and water-courses, Up to Tis. 
$0,000 to'Tls. 100,000 each must therefore be 
added for bridges, Probably Tls. 30,000,c00, or 
nearly double of Chang Chib-tung's estimate,
